Spokane, Wash. Aug. 12.—Al- 


though the depression in the auto-| 


| mobile business is still being felt 
'in Spokane a definite upward trend 
was noted during July. Usually

July Production 133,035 Despite Closing of Rouge 


Factory for Nearly Three Weeks; 
Output 8,000 Daily 


ETROIT, Aug. 12.—With some of the Ford plants 

operating throughout the month, production cars and 
trucks by that company in July reached 133,035, as com- 
pared with 174,528 in the preceding month and 196,000 in 
the corresponding month of last year. This high output was 
achieved despite the fact that the River Rouge plant in 
Detroit was closed from July 12 to the end of the month. 

Of the July production, 116,895 
cars and trucks were produced in 
the United States. The current 
schedule is 8,000 daily in the United 
States. 

Many of the branch assembly 
plants continued in operation after 
the closing of the Detroit plant, 
using parts that nad been manu- 
factured earlier in the Rouge fac- 
tory. The Ford operations were 
staggered, with some of the assem- 
bly plants closing on July 12, some 
on July 19 and some on the twenty- 
sixth. The shut-down period was 
two weeks in most cases, the Rouge 
plant being closed for three weeks, 
however. 

The Detroit factory reopened on 
Monday, August 4, with several of 
the assembly plants resuming op- 
erations on the same day. Other 
assembly plants reopened yesterday, 
including the one at Kearny, N. J., 
where 3,500 men were taken back 
on their jobs. Other openings yes- 
terday included the assembly plants 
and Jacksonville, Fla.; Milwaukee, 
Norfolk, Va., and Indianapolis.

It is pointed out by 
those favoring the Sunday opening 
that 80 per cent. of those who visit 
the show linger at booths attracted 
by some special line of vehicles.

R. J. Pierce, Chevrolet parts manager and a national 
figure in the automotive field, pointed out that some time 
ago Chevrolet officials became cognizant that many indepen- 
dent garages are doing fine service work. A thorough inves- 
tigation was made in every city and town in the United 
States, with the result that Chevrolet is co-operating with 
every independent garage dealer who will live up to stand- 
ards set up by Chevrolet. 

This plan is working out well it was attested at the 
recent meeting in this city. One look at these six hundred 
men clearly showed they were of a type who were after good 
business and were determined to turn out good work. They 
are working hand in hand with Chevrolet in service work 
and with Chevrolet dealers. 

Chevrolet has let it be known that the company is 
primarily manufacturer of new automobiles and is in busi- 
ness to make and sell them. The highest grade service, how- 
ever, must be maintained, and realizing that Chevrolet 
dealers cannot hope to get a 100 per cent. ratio of all of this 
service, the company and Chevrolet dealers are co-operating 
with the independents to the advantage of both. 

This linking of the manufacturer, dealer and indepen- 
dent is a brand new phase of the automobile business and, so 
far as Chevrolet is concerned, is going ahead at a rapid pace. 

In fact, it has “caught on” so fast that other manufac- 
turers have taken notice and are making a thorough study

The Ten-Month Year 


HEN Henry Ford speaks on matters relating to manu- 
facturing, he naturally receives a very respectful 
hearing from the world in general. In a recent interview 
published in a 
interesting things to say about the method that he believes 
will solve one of our most pressing problems—how to keep 
men steadily at work every year. ; 

“The problem challenging us now,” says Mr. Ford, “is 
how to control industry so that workmen may have steady 
employment. What it will come to in the motor car industry, 
it seems to me, is a ten-month industrial year. 

“The summer months are not good months to be work- 
ing in a factory. People need change. 

“Such an adjustment will take time, of course, because 
the workers as well as the manufacturers will have to adapt 
themselves to such a schedule; but we have accomplished 
bigger things in the past. The eight-hour day, for instance, 
was a bigger adjustment to make and so was the five-day 
week. 

“A ten-month industrial year will be the next thing. At 
the present time it averages about eleven months.” 

Then Mr. Ford adds: “Unemployment is not a natural | 
phenomenon, but the visible result of ignorance of economic | 
health laws.” 

Mr. Ford’s idea is interesting, and he has no doubt; 
worked out the details under which he would operate his plan. 
A two months’ hiatus in manufacturing would give the retail 
branch of the industry a chance to clear up stocks and it 
would permit orders to pile up for future backlogs. But what 
would the workmen do, during this period of enforced idle- 
ness? The average wage of factory employees is scarcely 
high enough to enable them to save a fund for an actual 
vacation. Mr. Ford has always been an advocate of factory 
workers’ combining their labor in the plants with agricul-| 
tural activity.

FINDS PERPETUAL | 
INVENTORY AN AID 


Northwest Bearing and' 


Parts Considers | 


It Vital |

HE Northwest Bearing 
and Parts Company, 
Seattle, Wash., maintains a 
perpetual inventory which is 
really kept up, and which 
avoids a lot of confusion, | 
assuring that stock depletion | 
in any particular item will be | 

a very rare occurrence. 

Many firms in this modern day 
do have some semblance of such an 
inventory, but this concern con- 
siders this a very fundamental and 
important part of its success. 

The system shows individual 
sales, as made, and the stock on 
hand after each sale. Thus it is a 
guide to future orders, and the man- 
agement can keep a finger on stock 
control. A Kardex system of filing 
is maintained, with the try files 
placed in steel cabinet. There is 
a place on card for every item or 
article in stock. ‘These are listed 
according to factory parts number 
and are placed in systematic order 
on the shelves. Continually checking 
up on the card records are the floor 
salesmen. 

“If a customer comes in two or 
three times and is told, ‘Sorry, but 
we haven’t that item, we are just 
out of it,’ he soon gets the habit 
of going elsewhere,” said George F. 
Morrissey, manager of the firm. 
“That is very poor business. 

“Of course our system is not 100 
per cent. perfect, but it is as near 
that as it is possible for us to make 
it. We feel that all parts dealers 
can profit by such a system. The 
files show the factory parts num- 
bers, and the way they appear on 
the shelves, -being numerically ar- 
ranged on shelf and on file. The 
card shows not only what is on 
hand, but summarizes at a glance, 
the sales made, by day and month. 

“The number of items sold and 
the sales ticket number are entered 
at time of sale. Reference can al- 
ways be made to the sales ticket. 
The system has been made to our 
specifications; each tray is handy 
to take out for inventory or check 
up, or any entry that may be re- 
quired. We aim to have a complete 
inventory made every three months, 
working on this from time to time, 
as the men have leisure. A girl 
and a counterman or shipping clerk 
work on the inventories. If any 
error is found that shows card way | 








off with actual inventory we can 
check by looking up the sales 
tackets.” 


The system tells how an item is 
selling and to what amount to pro- 
vide for future protable demand. If 
an item is a slow mover and an 
overstock is c: hand, there is warn- 
ing to taper off in orders. “This 
keeps us from overstocking,” de- 
clared the manager. 

“In addition, we have, near the 
counters, want sheets,” he continued. 
“This is to jot down items called 
for that we may not have. The| 
salesman or clerk makes a record. | 
This is usually for new model or| 
old model cars, and after a certain| 
number of calls, it tells us what it | 
would be wise to stock with. The 
warning comes from the man on 
the floor, on items that we should 
stock, as well as on items we do 
stock that need replenishing. The | 
floor men are always working on 
the stock and they are the logical | 
persons to make entries on the| 
want sheet. This way we do not 
depend entirely on the stock clerk. | 
It is vital in any business that we | 
have the articles on hand, in our | 
line, that our customers call for, 
so we can give immediate service. 
The customers like that.

Editor's 


NUMEROUS complaints and con- 
siderable criticism concerning 
the business methods of a number 
of collection agencies have reached 
the National Better Business Bureau 
and affiliated local better business 
bureaus, it is announced. This cen- 
sure, according to the financial de- 
partment of the National Better 
Business Bureau, Inc., arises chiefly 
from the failure of certain of these 
organizations to abide by the ex- 
press or implied terms of the agree- 
ment with their clients and in the 
clients’ misinterpretation of a not 
infrequently equivocal contract. 

“A local bureau,” the announce- 
ment continues, “has aptly cate- 
gorized these concerns as (1) those 
which collect and remit a fair per- 
centage to clients, (2) those which 
do not collect and (3) those which 
collect but keep the entire amount 
amassed, remitting nothing’ to 
clients. There should be added to 
this classification the type which 
employs so stringent a contract that 
the creditor, becoming a party to 
the agreement, profits by less than 
nothing, ultimately owing the 
agency money beyond and in addi- 
tion to the amount collected.” 

The tenor of complaints received 
by the bureau are summarized by 
it under eight heads. They range 
from failure to remit on collections 
made on accounts, submitted to ob- 
taining the names of debtors and 
soliciting them under false pretense, 
operation under imposing names 
apparently designed to beguile the 
public and the exploitation of vague, 
ambiguous and _ inequitable con- 
tracts, 





CAMPAIGN for the prevention 

of motor vehicle accidents will 
be conducted in Newark, N. J., early 
in September, under the auspices of 
the New Jersey Automobile Club 
and directed by Harry D. Bowman, 
club manager.

|for agriculture of Soviet Russia. 


| Eighty-five per cent. of the order | 


|was for tractors to be used in sow- 


ing spring crops. The orders are 
thought to be the largest ever placed 
for export in a correctponding period 
of time. During the first few 
months of this year Soviet Russia 
has been first in imports of Ameri- 
can farm machinery. During 1929 
it ranked third. 

Collective and co-operative farms 
in that country now include about 
40 per cent. of the sown area, while 
the state farms have an area of 
about 7,500,000 acres. 

Kalmanovich has just sailed for 
Soviet Russia following a stay of 
two months in the United States. 
The orders for the farm machinery 
were placed through the Amtorg 
Trading Corporation.

New York, Aug. 12.—The cost of 

traveling by automobile in the 
| United States, a question which has 
|perplexed nearly every motorist at 
some time or another, is placed at 
1$23.13 per day for three persons 
traveling in a six-cylinder automoe- 
ij bile over a 9,170-mile twice-trams- 
}continental trip. 
That interesting figure has been 
j}announced here by officials of the 
American Motorists’ Association. 
The trip was sponsored by that or- 
ganization in co-operation with the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

The automobile used was about six 
months old and cost approximately 
| $1,500. The only motoring difficulty 





lof the entire trip was the punctur- 


ing of one tire twice. 

The trip started from Los An- 
geles and the party was gone forty- 
five days, of which only thirty days 
were used for actual traveling time 
The party drove only during day- 
light hours and traveled an aver- 
age of 303 miles per day. 

A total of 700 gallons of gase- 
line were consumed. An average of 
|/13.1 miles per gallon was gotten. 
The totat cost of the trip including 
gasoline, oil, accommodations, meals 
and incidentals was $1,041 or $23.13 
per day. 

The trip was made in June and 
July over the following route: Los 
Angeles to Washington, via the 
southern route; New York, Boston 
and return via Niagara Falls threugh 
Canada to Detroit, Chicago, St. 
| Louis, Kansas City, Denver. Zion 
National Park and thence to Los 
Angeics. 


REFINING PROCESS 
IMPORTANT IN OIL 


New York, Aug. 12.—Important 
information relative to the contre- 
versy, which has survived the early 
days of the automobile industry. as 
to whether the source of a lubricat- 
ing oil is more important than the 
method of manufacture is supplied in 
the answers to a questionnaire sub- 
miited by 104 professors of organic 
chemistry in American universities. 
The guestionnaire was distributed by 
the New York University Bureau of 
Business Research. 

More than half of them in their 
answers held that the chemical 
characteristics, and therefore the 
quality of petroleum lubricants, de- 
pend on the processes of manufae- 
ture, and not on the crude frem 
which such an oil is made. 

Nearly 90 per cent. of them agreed 
that lubricating oils from different 
crudes might be absolutely or nearly 


, alike in quality. The report of the 


university chemists is interpreted as 
a high tribute to oil refinery engi- 
neers and other technicians in 
America. 

The industry, according to the 
chemical experts, has responded to 
the greater demands the high com- 
pression automotive engine has put 
on the lubricating industry by es- 
tablishing its mastery over crudes. 

The questionnaire was undertaken 
by the New York University Bureau 
of Business to determine whethe: 
oi] refining in America had kept 
pace with the development of the 
automobile industry to the extent of 
making the supply of lubricani: 
comparatively independent cl 
sources of crude supply.
